°f  the  Female  side  of  the  Asylum ;  stating  that,  in  their 
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opinion,  “  the  time  had  arrived  when  the  interests  both  of 
humanity  and  even  of  economy  demanded  that  the  question  of 
enlarged  means  of  accommodation  for  Insane  Females  should 
be  postponed  no  longer  ;  but  that  some  decisive  steps  should 
be  immediately  taken  towards  the  accomplishment  of  so 
necessary  an  object. 


Plans  for  a  detached  Ward,  capable  of  containing  36 
Patients,  together  with  suitable  Day  and  Work  Dooms  anc 
Apartments  for  Attendants,  were  submitted  for  approval 
and  it  was  stated  that  the  estimated  cost  of  this  new  Ward 
including  a  large  Dormitory  for  16  or  18  Patients,  to  b« 
erected  near  the  Laundry,  amounted  to  £3,550.  It  will  b« 
in  the  recollection  of  the  Court  that  these  plans  wer 
sanctioned,  and  your  Committee  were  authorized  to  raise 
on  the  security  of  the  County  Rates,  a  sum  not  exceedin 
£2,500 ;  the  said  loan  to  be  repaid  within  three  years  oi 
of  the  fund  formed  by  the  excess  of  charge  over  actus 
expenditure  for  Patients  not  belonging  to  the  County. 


Your  Committee  now  beg  to  report  that  the  plans  for  tl 
new  Ward,  when  submitted  to  the  Commissioners  inLunac 
did  not  entirely  meet  with  their  approval ;  and  so  mai 
alterations  were  suggested  by  them  (which,  in  the  opinion 
your  Committee,  were  undesirable),  that,  after  much  c( 
respondence  on  the  subject,  it  was  determined  to  abandd 
the  plans  for  a  new  Ward,  and  to  endeavour  to  meet  t~| 
immediate  requirements  of  the  Female  Division  by 
enlargement  of  several  of  the  existing  rooms  and  dormil 
ries.  It  was  ascertained  that,  by  these  alterations,  togetl 
with  the  erection  of  the  new  Dormitory  near  the  Laund' 
to  which  the  Commissioners  did  not  object,  that  from  46 


ide 


48  additional  beds  might  be  obtained. 
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At  the  Easter  Sessions,  your  Committee  brought  this 
subject  to  the  notice  of  the  Court;  stating  that  these 
alterations  could  be  carried  out  for  less  than  half  the 
original  estimate  of  £8,550. 

These  additions  have  now  been  completed  at  a  cost  of 
only  £1,495  :  0  :  0  ;  and  your  Committee  have  the  additional 
satisfaction  of  informing  the  Court,  that  the  amount  will  be 
entirely  defrayed  out  of  the  monies  in  their  hands,  without 
the  necessity  of  any  loan. 


From  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  Female  Patients, 
an  enlargement  of  two  of  the  present  Day  rooms  will  still 
be  required ;  but  the  Visitors  have  no  doubt,  that  the  cost 
of  these  necessary  alterations  can  be  paid  out  of  the  receipts 
of  the  next  year. 


The  financial  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Asylum  cannot 
3e  accurately  given  in  this  Eeport;  but  will  be  ready  for 
aresentation  at  the  next  adjourned  Sessions. 

As  far  as  can  now  be  ascertained,  the  receipts  from  all 
ources,  exclusive  of  balances,  have  amounted  to  £18,440, 
nd  the  expenditure  to  £14,07 0 ;  in  which  latter  sum  is 
ncluded  the  payment  of  £1,106  :  5  :  0  towards  the  cost  of 
he  recent  alterations  in  the  Female  Division.

establishment. 

The  Medical  Superintendent  having,  in  his  Keport  to  the: 
Visitors,  given  many  important  and  interesting  statistical 
details  respecting  the  increase  of  Pauper  Lunatics  in  this: 
County  since  the  Asylum  was  first  opened  in  1852,  thei 
Visitors  would  especially  refer  Magistrates  to  that  Keport,: 
and  to  the  tabular  statements  with  which  it  is  accompanied. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  desire  to  express,  as  on 
former  occasions,  their  high  opinion  of  the  zeal,  activity, 
and  skill  of  their  Superintendent,  Dr.  Manley,  who  has  now. 
for  a  period  of  upwards  of  seven  years,  discharged  the 
arduous  duties  intrusted  to  him  both  with  credit  to  himseli 
and  with  benefit  to  the  afflicted  Patients  under  his  care.

My  Lord  and  Gentlemen, 


The  close  of  another  year  imposes  on  me  the  accustomed 
duty  of  laying  before  you  my  Report — the  seventh  since 
my  appointment  to  the  Chaplaincy  in  1855.  On  looking 
back;  nothing  demanding  especial  comment  from  me  appears 
to  have  occurred  during  the  past  year.  Minute  details  would 
not  be  desirable,  yet  I  cannot  refrain  from  touching  upon 
:  some  matters  of  general  intrest.  Were  it  necessary  to 
advance  merely  one  single  proof  of  the  appreciation,  by  no 
inconsiderable  proportion  of  the  Patients,  of  the  truths  and 
consolations  of  religion,  and  their  capablity  of  entering 
largely  into  the  spirit  of  our  admirable  Liturgy,  I  would 
point  to  the  congregations  assembled  every  Sunday  in  our 
Chapel;  no  one  could  notice  the  devotional  spirit  that  prevails 
without  feelings  of  deep  thankfulness  that  to  so  many,  in 
their  dire  visitation,  is  left  the  perception  of  the  source  of 
their  best  and  most  enduring  solace. 
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It  is,  too,  very  pleasing  to  hear,  when  conversing  with, 
those  whom  I  am  called  upon  to  visit,  the  oft  expression  of 
gratitude  for  the  exertions  made  for  their  spiritual  edification 
and  comfort,  as  well  as  for  the  great  kindness  and  conside¬ 
ration  shewn  by  those  who  minister  to  their  physical  and 
temporal  wants. 


The  anxiety  ever  felt  by  the  Committee  for  the  well-being 
of  the  general  staff  of  the  Asylum,  numbering  now  more  than 
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fifty  individuals,  cannot  but  be  largely  shared  by  me,  on 
whom  devolves  the  solemn  responsibility  of  ministering  to 
them  in  sacred  things.  On  all  occasions,  and  according  to 
my  opportunities,  it  is  my  prayerful  endeavour  faithfully  to 
impart  that  scriptural  teaching,  influenced  by  which  they 
will  best  be  directed  and  sustained  in  the  exercise  of  their 
onorous  and  trying  duties,  and  most  surely  maintain  the 
Christian  tone  and  character  of  the  Institution. 


The  short  services  in  the  Wards  have  been  continued  as 
usual.  The  Holy  Communion  also  has  been  administered 
once  in  each  quarter.  It  is  my  pratice,  a  few  days  previously 
to  the  celebration  of  this  ordinance,  to  see  privately  those 
who  desire  to  attend,  and  are  thought  sufficiently  recovered 
to  do  so. 

By  reference  to  the  Register,  it  will  be  seen  that,  since 
the  last  Report,  forty  three  interments  have  been  made  in 
the  cemetery — a  number  somewhat  less  than  the  expected 
average. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  expressing  my  heartfelt 
thankfulness  for  the  many  tokens  of  my  usefulness  that  have 
been  granted  me.  With  earnest  prayer  for  guidance,  and 
that  a  blessing  may  still  attend  my  labors,  I  now,  with 
every  feeling  of  respect,  subscribe  myself,

HANTS  COUNTY  ASYLUM, 

21  st  December ,  1861. 


My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

I  purpose,  as  the  subject  of  my  present  Report,  to  review 
the  history  of  the  Asylum  since  it  was  first  opened  for  the 
reception  of  Patients ;  and  the  period  embraced  in  the 
Tables  from  which  my  statistics  are  drawn  includes  nine 
years,  commencing  December  13th,  1852  and  terminating 
December  12th  instant.  I  shall  also  endeavour  to  give  you 
as  good  an  idea  as  I  can  of  the  present  state  of  Lunacy  in 
the  County  in  this  the  year  of  the  Census. 

There  have  then  been  registered  on  the  books  of  this 
Asylum  1490  admissions,  of  which  666  were  Male  and  824 
were  Female  ;  but  these  numbers  would  give  an  exaggerated 
idea  of  the  number  of  Insane  persons  under  treatment  here, 
for  they  include  87  re-admis'sions,  of  which  31  were  Male 
and  56  were  Female,  or  nearly  6  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number. 
Again,  46  Male  and  47  Female  admissions  were  either 
Private  Patients  or  Paupers  chargeable  to  places  out  of  the 
f  County.  The  number  of  Insane  Persons  and  Idiots  admitted 
j  into  the  Asylum  from  Boroughs  in  the  County  not  contri- 
ijbuting  to  the  County  Rates  (deducting  re-admissions)  has 
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been  385,  or  158  Males  and  227  Females.  The  whole 
number,  then,  of  Insane  Persons  and  Idiots  that  have  been 
admitted  from  the  County  and  from  Parishes  contributing 
to  the  County  Rate,  deducting  re-admissions  and  transfers 
to  places  out  of  the  County,  has  been  only  426  Males,  and 
482  Females,  or  a  total  of  908  persons.

There  are,  therefore,  381  Insane  persons  and  Idiots  in  the 
house  chargeable  to  Unions  in  the  County ;  and  the  official 
returns  to  the  Asylum  prove  that  there  were,  at  the  end  of 
the  last  quarter  (Michaelmas,  1861)  291  Paupers  of  unsound 
mind,  chargeable  to  Parishes  in  the  County,  visited  by  the 
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District  Medical  Officers.  We  thus  see  that  there  are  really 
672  Lunatics  or  Idiots  chargeable  to  the  County,  irrespective 
of  the  Insane  belonging  to  the  Boroughs  of  Portsmouth  and 
Southampton.  The  whole  number  of  Lunatic  Paupers  in 
the  County  (according  to  recent  returns)  appears  to  be  910. 


At  the  recent  Census  the  population  of  Hampshire  was 
found  to  be  481,495  ;  thus  we  see  that  the  proportion  of 
Pauper  Lunatics  in  the  County  generally  is  1  in  527  of  the 
inhabitants. 

Excluding  the  Boroughs  of  Southampton  and  Portsmouth, 
the  population  of  the  County  is  339,979;  excluding  the 
Insane  Paupers  chargeable  to  the  same  Boroughs,  we  have 
the  proportion  of  Pauper  Lunatics  in  the  County  as  1  in 
505  persons. 

Again,  from  a  recent  parliamentary  return  moved  for  by 
Mr.  Yilliers,  we  learn  that,  on  the  1st  July  last,  25,958 
persons  were  in  the  receipt  of  parochial  relief  in  this  County, 
so  that  the  proportion  of  Lunatics  in  paupers  was  at  that 
time  about  2  in  every  57.  37  Patients,  namely,  32  males 

and  5  females,  were  sent  to  the  Asylum  under  Secretary  of 
State's  warrant  as  criminal  Lunatics. 


In  455  cases,  it  was  ascertained  that  the  cause  of  Insanity 
arose  in  229  from  moral  and  in  226  from  physical  causes  ;  in 
417  cases,  there  existed  a  suicidal  propensity ;  and  in  126 
cases,  an  hereditary  predisposition  to  insanity  could  be 
detected;  but,  it  is  highly  improbable,  that  these  were  the 
only  instances  in  which  there  was  a  suicidal  tendency  oi  in 
which  an  hereditary  taint  existed. 
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In  295  of  the  Patients  admitted,  the  duration  of  the 
existing  attack  on  admission  extended  over  a  period  of  one 
year  and  upwards,  and  the  malady  was  congenital  in  128. 

It  may  be  well  also  to  explain  that  the  376  cases  set  down 
as  of  unknown  duration  refer  chiefly  to  the  early  admissions, 
when  the  Patients  were  being  brought  in  from  Asylums, 
where  they  had  long  been  confined,  and  respecting  whom 
no  history  could  be  obtained ;  and,  on  reference  to  our 
records,  we  find  that  145  Males  and  181  Females  were 
transmitted  to  this  from  other  Institutions  devoted  to  the 
care  of  the  Insane  poor. 

With  these  preliminary  observations,  we  may  pass  at  once 
to  the  consideration  of  the  facts  that  may  be  arrived  at  from 
the  investigation  of  results  which  have  hitherto  attended  the 
working  of  this  Institution,  and  we  find  that  398  Patients 
have  recovered  and  been  discharged,  or  about  27  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  number  admitted.  If,  however,  we  allow  that 
all  cases,  not  known  to  be  over  one  year’s  duration  on  admis¬ 
sion,  deducting  Idiots,  were  curable,  we  obtain  an  aggregate 
amounting  to  1067.  Calculating  the  recoveries  on  this 
number,  we  have  37  as  the  per  centage  of  recoveries. 

But  there  is  another  circumstance  that  cannot  be  over¬ 
looked  in  calculating  either  the  recoveries  or  the  deaths ; 
I  allude  to  the  state  of  health  of  Patients  on  their  admission. 
Now  483  Patients  were  brought  here  in  very  bad  health. 
Turning  to  the  Obituary  Table,  we  see  that  443  Patients 
have  died,  which  gives  a  per  centage  of  30  on  the  aggregate 
number  admitted. 

The  Ptecovery  and  the  Obituary  Tables,  when  analyzed, 
give  very  different  results;  for  we  discover  that  53  per  cent. 
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of  the  recoveries  occurred  during  the  first  year  of  treatment- 
34  per  cent,  during  the  second— and  only  8  per  cent,  during 
the  third  year;  leaving  only  19  recoveries  to  be  accounted 
for  in  the  6  succeeding  years. 


Of  the  deaths,  on  the  other  hand,  39  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
number  occurred  in  the  first  year— 20  per  cent,  in  the  second 
year— and  15  per  cent,  in  the  third— leaving  100  deaths  to 
be  accounted  for  in  the  succeeding  6  years. 

Again,  the  average  residence  in  the  Asylum  of  the  443 
patients  who  died  was  633  days;  whereas  the  398  Patients 
who  recovered  averaged  a  residence  here  of  only  283  days. 

These  figures  prove,  beyond  any  possibility  of  doubt,  that 
Insanity,  to  be  treated  successfully,  must  be  submitted  to 
appropriate  treatment  early;  and  it  is  but  right  for  me 
to  add,  that,  in  the  great  majority  of  instances,  the 
acknowledged  Pauper  is  not  kept  from  the  Asylum  a  very 
unreasonable  time  after  Insanity  has  clearly  manifested 
itself;  but  there  is  one  class  of  Insane  Patients  more  to  be 
pitied  than  the  Insane  Pauper ;  I  mean  those  with  limited 
means  just  above  pauperism, — people  whose  daily  struggle 
with  life  enables  them  to  support  themselves  and  families 
with  some  degree  of  comfort  whilst  health  attends  them, 
who  perhaps  have  even  put  by  a  small  store,  but  who  become 
Paupers  (unrecognized  ones,  however,  till  their  little  pittance 
is  all  gone,)  directly  Insanity  attacks  some  member  of  the 
family.  Many  a  person  so  afflicted  is  too  often  detained 
at  home  until  the  disease  is  hopelessly  confirmed,  and 
eventually  becomes  a  burden  to  the  parish,  from  whose 
relief-books  he  is  removed  only  by  death. 
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And  now,  having  reported  briefly  on  those  who  have 
been  sent  here  for  treatment,  I  may  be  allowed  to  offer  a 
few  remarks  on  the  state  of  the  building,  into  which  they 
were  received.  When  the  Asylum  was  first  opened  for  the 
reception  of  Patients,  it  was  calculated  that  it  was  capable  • 
of  accommodating  200  persons  of  each  sex ;  but  our  numbers 
so  rapidly  increased  from  the  Committee  having  entered  into 
Contracts  with  the  large  Boroughs  of  Southampton  and 
Portsmouth,  that,  in  1857,  it  became  neccessary  to  provide 
more  room;  and,  with  this  view,  some  alterations  and 
additions  were  made  and  the  temporary  pressure  removed. 
What  these  improvements  were  has  been  already  published 
in  our  Annual  Reports.  For  several  years,  however,  a  gradual 
but  constant  inequality  has  been  springingupintheproportion 
of  the  Sexes,  the  number  of  Females  sent  to  the  Asylum 
greatly  exceeding  that  of  the  Males — until  recently  the 
accommodation  has  been  nearly  equal  on  both  sides  of  the 
house;  but,  during  the  past  year,  the  Committee  have 
caused  several  alterations  and  additions  to  be  carried  out, 
so  that  (including  the  Wickham  Lodge)  we  can  now  receive, 
without  overcrowding  any  Dormitory,  249  Males  and  328 
Females ;  but  two  of  the  Day  rooms  are  inconveniently  small 
for  the  increased  number  of  Patients  allotted  to  them  and 
the  Offices  are  many  of  them  insufficient  for  the  extra 
stores  required  to  be  kept  on  hand;  whilst  the  Receiving  room 
is  far  too  close  and  incommodious  for  the  largely  increased 
number  of  visitors,  who  so  constantly  present  themselves 
at  the  Asylum  to  see  their  friends  and  relatives. 

With  the  exception  of  the  deficiencies  just  enumerated, 
the  whole  of  the  establishment  is  in  excellent  working  order. 
Throughout  the  last  twelve  months  the  Attendants  and 
Nurses  have,  with  very  few  exceptions,  performed  their 
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duties  in  an  admirable  manner;  and  to  all  the  Officers 
of  the  Establishment  I  am  greatly  indebted  for  the  valuable 
assistance  they  have  rendered  me,  and  for  the  invariable 
ready  co-operation  with  which  they  have  aided  me.
